Cause Of Sun-Dogs 


Citizens were much interest-

Sun-dogs, mock suns or halos 
are attributed to refraction of 
light on ice crystals, snow or 
hailin the air, The sun-dogs 
are formed by the intersection 
of two or more halos, 

A consequenceof the phenom- 
enon is popularly thought to be 
disturbances in the upper air 
with heavy stormsas a result, 
but this has not been the exper- 
ience here following previous 
displays, and there is no reason 
to believe that unusual weather 
conditions will follow.

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PROPOSED LIQUOR 


The*Gevernmont Liquor Con 
trol Act of Alberta”, as the new 
liquor bill is to be officially 
known, provides for the sale of 
beer by hotel keepers in licens- 
ed or approved premises, at cer- 
tain hours and under certain 
conditions to be determined by 
the Liquor Commission Board. 

The bill provides for a board 
of,control of from one to three 
members, the chairman to give 
hiv entire time to the work ; 
the duties to comprise deter- 
mination of the areas within 
which vendor's stores shall be 
established, the appointment of 
vendors, the purchasing ot liq- 
ov supplies, the granting ot 
licenses and permits, nnd the 
making of regulations if neces- 
sary under which the act may 
beadinunistered. Persous must 
have permits for obtaining: lig: 
uor, these to specify for what 
purpose liquor is to be used. 
The fee for individual permits 
will be $2 for hard liquor and $1 
forbeer. Special provisions are 
outlined for druggists, physic 
tans nud dentists, 

Tweuty-tive parcent of the 
electors within a municipality 
ay petition for a. plebiscite as 
to whether or nut a local option 
area shall be set up, and if the 
result is adverse to the sale of 
liquotin the muuvicipality ne 
vendors’ stores willbe establish- 
ed ov beer licenses granted. 

The net profits from the oper- 
ation ef the new act are to be 
divided between the province 
andthe municipalities, a reserve 
to be created to meet possible 
losses. 

No date is set in the bill for 
the coming into effect of the 
new act, this to be done by pro- 
clamatioen of the government. 
It-ie-expected that the act will 
be in areh I, and 
certainly not later than April 1. 

Here is a list of the “Don'ts,” 
the “verboten” in the act ; 

No tavern “signs.” 

No liquor advertising. 

No canvassing for booze. 

No drinking in hotels except 
in private “guest rooms”, 

No guest room privileges un- 
less bona fide guest at the hotel 
with “luggage”. 

No liquor on the hip or else- 
where unless the possessor is 
fortified with a government per- 
mit, 

No sales or deliveries of liquor 
over eight hours in twenty-four 
nor after 8 p.m. on holidays or 
election days. 

No permits to be issued to 
persons under 21 years of aye, 
or with less than one month's 
residence in the province, and 
all permits to expire on Decem- 
ber 31 each year. 

No club licenses except to 
clubs measuring up to require 
ments established by the pro 
posed Alberta Liquor Control 
Board and by statute. 

No bars or counters to be al- 
lowed in premises licensed to 
sell beer, 

No liquor to be sold to per- 
sonsapparently under the influ- 
ence of liquor or to interdicted 
persons, 

No distribution of beer bythe 
brewers exceptto holders of 
permits and to clubs, 

Atty.-General J. E.Brownlee

Natural Resources Bulletin 
Fire Losses Must Be Paid By the 
Public in General 

The Natural Resources Intelligence 
Service of the Department of the In- 
terior at Ottawa, says: 

During the year just closed Canada’s 
fire loss amounted to over $34,619,000. 
This covers losses of created re- 
sources only—-buildings, merchandise, 
furniture, ete. There are no figures 
available of the loss through forest 
fires, but it is known that the amount 
was tremendous, 

What this loss of $34,619,000 means 
to Canada can only be realized by 
comparison. Capitalized at 6 per 
cent, it represents the earnings ot 
$680,000,000, or $174,000,000 more than 
the total amount of all Canadian bonds 
sold in 1923. It also represents 5 
per cent. on Canada’s total export 
trade for 1923, 

This fire loss is value gone forever.
